Mutiny in the strikers' camp, a murder 
in the deputies' ranks, filing of criminal 
and civil tuits against the Dearmits, 
uud the hearing in the injiinotion case 
ii'-uinst PrMident Dolaii aad others, 
kept both ddei to the straggle busy 
and on the qui vivc all day lonp- 

Tlie hearing in the injunction ease 
before Judges Stowo an l Collier wu-; 
perhaps one of the ino>t iiiipnrtiuit and 
intenslinu ever lie.d in tlie Pennsyl- 
vania court. It was a hearing in wlnclj 
%lioth capital .\nd the rights of labor 
• were interested, and the decision is ex- 
pected to have a t( lling eltcct on the 
conduct of the great c(jal miners" strike, 
wliicli has bi'en on since ,Tuly 5. 

From the testimony adduced, and 
from the expressions of tlie court, it 
can safely be said that there will bo 
some surpr.ses. That the injunction 
will be materiall}' inodilied there can bo 
no doubt, whicli, on its face would in- 
dicate a victor)' for the strikers. Tlie 
preliminary (h'cree lias Vieen continued 
pending' a consultation of tiio judges, 
and an opinion will probably be handed 
down early this week. 

■Iu(lt;e Ciilher said in court yesterday 
that the strike would go down in his- 
tory a.s one of the wonders of the cen- 
tury, and remarkable on a.. '.onnt of the 
utter lack of disorder, for which the ' 
strikers are commended and have the 
sympathy of the court. Said he : 
"There can be no question as to what 
our duty is under all the testimony, but 
I am somewhat in doubt as to whether 
or not the order should be modified. 
We can not determine this without a 
consultation." 

Judge Stowe said yesterday evening : 
"This injunction will not justify the 
issoing of an attachment against any 
marchers who are not found in com- 
pany with the men named in the in- 
junction."

in the writ— Patrick Ddao. WHHam 
Warner, Oamenp: lilUnr^Urtab B^^ing 
ham and Eflward JfoKay— <ure re- 
straioed from maltehing or trespassing 
on ioB company's property.

FintiiOKT, W. Va., Aitg. 17.— Wood 
and O'CcaueU. heuied a large body of 
miners who marched to the Montana 
mine, but the rain discomfited them 
and not much work was done. For 
several days, if the claims of the organ- 
izers are correct, several men in that 
Tnin? have 'oeen memr.ers of the mine 
workers' union and would have come 
out ycst -rday bnt that they thooght 
mors missionary work was necessary to 
make the more general among the min- 
ers. 

The operators are not getting rich out 
of this strike. Not a ton of coal is be- 
ing shipped east, as the solt cool work- 
ers of PeBnvlvBnia keep that market 
supplied. Then again, Jiut before the 
strike, the three biggest mines in this 
region received immense lake con^tracts 
which must be fllled. 

At present 800 men at Monongah, 40 
at Pritohard, W at Montana, 400 at the 
Clarksburg mine, 80 at Palatine, 20 at 
New Engknd and 80 at Jadge Mason's 
mine are all out, but three or four times 
that number are still at work.

DEPUT IE8 FIQHT. 

One of Them Shot and Caa Not Poiatbly 

Krcuver. 

PlTTSBURO, Aug. 17.— Two deputies, 

Robert Kerr and Frank Anderson, em- 
ployed as guardians of the New York 
and Clereland Oas Goal company, 
fought yesterday afternoon, and Kerr 
received fatal injuries. Anderson is 
proprietor of a dive on V\'ater street, 
this city, and is known as a bad man. 
He was in chargt! of the deputies at 
Sandy Creek. Kerr, who lives at Mc- 
Kee's Rocks, is a river pilot by occupa- 
tiofo. He has serred before as a deputy 
daring strikes. 

It is not known what the men fooght 
aboat, bnt they met on a bridge crossing 
Plam creek, aiid after a few words An- 
derson was seen to ' hit Kerr, who re- 
taliated, and a rough and tnmble fight, 
Jwtiug about five minntes. followed. 
Aliderson succeeded in drawing his w- 
^▼er, and placing it close to Kerr's 
abdomen* fired, the ball tearing through 
the Tictim'a intestines and lodging in 
bis back. The physioians say he can 
not recover. 

A constable tried to arrest Anderson, 
but he was prevented by deputies, who 
said they woold hold him antil the ar 
rival of the «h«rilT.

Some 15 or '20 
foreigners who were dissatifled with 
the commissary comi)lained to Captain 
Mav and demanded better food. He 
told them that the man in charge of the 
comniissary department was (h>ing all 
right and they were being well treated. 
The foreigners then tlireatened to 
march and Captain May ordered the 
deputies to arrest them if they did not 
keep quiet. This had the desired elfect 
and the foreigners returned to their 
headqiuu-ters. There was no troaUe at 
the other camps.

Grkexsburo, Pa., Aug. 1".— Wild 
disorder prevailed in the vicinity of 
Herttiinie and the Ocean Coal com 

Iiany's v orks last night. The 20(t min- 
ers who (Uiiie from the river district 
ycsterdi.y w ere successful in the after- 
noon in I r. UK i^g the miners at Her- 
minie out. .Vbout 175 men quit work 
about 8 o'clock. They all marched over 
to the Arena and Madison works and 
proceeded to fill ap with "Polinki 
They threatened the miners at Arona 
and'Madisoii, which number about ^50 
nun, intimating that if fhey did not 
quit work they would be burned out. 
The incendiary language creattd much 
excitement and it is likely that deputy 
sheritls will be sent to the scene. 

The Matjison and Arona miners are 
not favorable to striking, but consented 
to attend the iiit eting of the strikers to- 
night at .Madison. It is expected that a 
few of the miners at these works will 
join the strikt rs, but a great majority 
will not heed the ajipealsof the strikers. 
Mrs. Jones addressed the evening meet- 
ing. 

RIOTING BEGUN. 



Sliue Guard 8hot at but lie Haved Iltiiiielf 
bj Flight. 

Cumberland,' Md.. Ang. 17.— From 
information jxut received here most ser- 
ious trouble is likely to oocnr among 

the miners near Corinth, W. Va., 
caused by the release ctf three Italians 
who were arrested charged with threat- 
ening to blow up the mine and brick 
plant of the Oakland Coal company. 

The release of the men tended to en- 
courage the other strikers, who, armed 
with gans, went to the house of six 
men who had been at work, broke into 
it and dostrored their property. Kx- 
IJepnty United States Marshal Wheeler 
was guarding the miners, and w^as shot 
at, but made his escape to Oakland and 
reported the facts to Superintendent 
Anderson, who resides there. Since 
the rioting tias commenced there is no 
telling where it will end, and gteat 
alarm is felt. 

Akron, -O., Ang. n.—lt is very 
probable that some of the men in the 
Loomis mines at Wadfeworth will re- 
sume work tomorrow. They might 
have gone to work today bnt for the 
discovery that some tinm Sunday night 
all the cars were removed from the 
mines and taken some distance away. 
Whoso work this was is not known. 
Manager .1. P. Loomis has promised the 
men pnitttction if they will go to work, 
and in the event of trouble will have 
enough deputies sworn in to cope with 
any who seek to debar the miners Irom 
woaking.

Nkw York, Aug. 17.— The disp.itrli 
to The Herald from Wa.^hmgton says: 
Secretary (iage has jnst received fiom 
the minister of the interior of Canada 
an official report of the Yukon mining 
district. It is a condensation of the re- 
ports of William (Jgilvie, the Domini(Mi 
land surveyor, and contains (.tlier mat- 
ter from olhcers of the ("aiiadiau gov- 
ernment who have previously Visited 
the region or are now there. 

At the outset the minister states that 
the report is published in response to 
nomerons poblio demands. 

"The object." he says, "is not to in- 
dace any one to go to that remote conn- 
try at the present time. Until better 
means of communication are established 
a man undertakes serious risks in k'< ng 
there, unless he has sutfleii iit re .ource; 
to tide over the long winter. .\u(r 
September enress from tlie country i-i 
practically impossible until the follow- 
in;: .Iiine. ;iiid a pi ison who has not 
111 en succts.^ful in h'i'atiiijr a payini: 
elaiiM has t'Mh'peiid for his .~ubsi>teiice 
uix ii (iiidiir: ciuiiloynu nt. Wases are 
at tiiiii s abnormally hi^h, but the labo.- 
market is vary narrow and cuoily c*.cr- 
sto<-ke(l. 

••It is (.'-timatc'l th;it up to the middl - 
of May I, .")! () persons had crossed the 
i)ri a tlii< yi :ir. Whether c'.'iiploy iiicnt 
will be available for ;.ll and tor t'le 
considerable p( piilation alre.idy in the 
district i.s someu li.tt ('oai)tt'ul. It will 
therefore be wise lor tho.-e who con- 
template toin^' to the 'S ula n district to 
give s' nous l onsnl 'ration to the matter 
before coming to a decision." 

An extract from the repirt of .\. E. 
Willis, assistant surceon, for IM'."). is 
given to indi( ato th" climate of the 
Klondike, and the mode of living. Ho 
also describes the kind cf men that 
should (.'o to the Klondike. He says : 

"The climate is wt t. I)u;iMf; tlio 
winter nu)nths. the cold is int use. with 
usually considerable wind. A heavy 
mist ri.sing from open places in tlie 
river settles down in the valley in ex- 
treme weather. This damimess make 
the cold felt much more and is con- 
ductive to rheumatic pains, and the 
like. In selecting men to live in this 
country, I beg to submit a few remarks 
to aid the medical examiners. 

"Men should be sober, strong and 
healthy. They should be practical men, 
able to adapt themselves quickly to 
their surrouudingii. Special care should 
be taken to see that their lungs ore 
sotmd, that they are fret; from raeam- 
atism and rheumatic tendency, and 
their joints, especially knee joints, are 
strong and have never been weakened 
by injury or disease. It is important to 
consider their temperaments. Men 
should be cheerful, hopeful di.srositions 
and willing worlters. Those of sullen, 
morose natures, although they may be 
good workers, are very apt as soon as 
the novelty uf the countiy wears oil, to 
become dissatisfied." 

Mr. Ogil'vie, chief of the boundary 
survey, in a report of a trip down tlie 
Yukon, says, regarding the weather : 
"It is said by those familiar with the 
locality that the storms which rage in 
the upper altitudes of the coast range 
during the greater part of the time 
from October to March are terrific. A 
man caught in one of them runs the 
risk of losing his life unless he can 
reach shelter in a short time." 

Mr. Ugilvie on this same trip had 
much difBcultv with the Indians, and 
they demanded 1:^0 per 100 pounds for 
ciiririug his goods. On being told that 
the party had a permit from the Cireat 
Father in Washington to pass throutih 
the country and that the Indians would 
be punished if they interfered they re- 
duced the price to #10. Mr. Ogilvie es- 
timnt(ta that there are about 4('0,000 
acres of land along the Ynkon and its 
branches that miKht be ossd fpr agricul- 
tural purposes. Mr. 0|^tie gives the 
miners a bad reputation. 

He says : "I may say that it is gen- 
erally very difBcult to get any exact or 
even appro.:.imately exact statement 
of facts or values frOm miners. Many 
of them are inveterate jokers, and take 
delight in joking. The higher the <iftl- 
cial or social position of tlie ]H'r6( n 
tlH'y hoax the better they are jileased. 
I have several times found that after 
Bix'iiding several hours getting info.-ina- 
tioii from f>ne of them would be all 
contradicted by the next one I met. 
Another cause of difticulty in gettinu 
trustwiirtliy inforniutiun from them i.s 
that in a certain sense tln-y ci nsider 
every government othcial as tlieir 
I neniy, and that he is in the country to 
spy upon their doings aiwl flnd out tlieir 
earnings, whicli latter the (rreat ma- 
jority of them are very much avezsc to 
have known."

17.— Henry 
Gable, an old and expoienced miner, 
who was one of the first to join the rush 
to the Klondike, has n turned and tells 
a story calcir.ated to deter others from 
going north to search for gold. There is 
hardly a trail in California, Arizona, 
Nevada or Montana with which Oahle 
is not familiar. When the news of the 
gold strikes reached this country Qable 
'eft his mines iu Ari^cma and start*

The wheat Bituntion in Cmtral Ken- 
tucky has biH'oine more interestiDp: than 
ever. Ajtents for Forbes & Co., New 
York, K. D. White & Co. and the Green 
Commission Company, St. Louis, who 
have been in this field for tlie past two 
weeks trying to bay wiiMt for export, 
•re abont to Ieav» in diagtut bManse the 
farmers will not sell. 

The farmers have stacked a great deal 
of their wheat becaose they cannot rent 
packs enoujfh to hold it if thrashed, and 
because the warehouse men want to 
cbartte them too much for storage and 
insurance. Usually the Blue Grass re- 
gion, of which Lexin^;ton is the central 
shipping point, exports about .3,000 car- 
loads each year, as the Kentucky wheat 
is much Bought after by EnKlish millers. 
This year conservative estimates show 
that f ally 3,600 car-loads can be exported 
from here, bat the farmers have been 
taking the newspapers', and they are 
completely wild over the reports which 
eome from foreign coantriea regarding 
the shortage of the wheat crop there. 

The bankers are willing to lend money 
for sixty days to the farmen and take 
mortgages on their wlieat crops for suf- 
hcieat to pay their July bills. Farmers 
who offered to sell their wheat at 80 
cent* ten days ago absolutely refused to 
mU Satarday when offered 82 cents. 
They ftra holding out for $1. 

■ A prominent Garrard County wheat 
grower says the farmers of Garrard, Lin- 
coln, JesMmine and Boyle coanties have 
entered into a combine to hold their 
wheat until the price reaches $1 per 
baehel. He estimates that there are now 
a quarter of a millioti hiislu-ls in the 
hands of the fariiicri in that belt of coun-
